All the seeds offered in this list are fresh, gathered in 1946 from 
healthy plants grown at Mayfair Nurseries. Many of them have been 
tested and found to have a good percentage of germination. However, 
we DO NOT guarantee any results derived from sowing our seed. 


Whether seeds are sown in pots, flats or out in the open, the soil 
should be light and porous. A thin top layer of very fine gravel on which 
the seeds are sown facilitates watering from the top without washing them 
away. This also lessens the danger of damping off and discourages the 
growth of algae and mosses. Those seeds that should be grown in an 
acid compost are marked with an asterisk *. To discourage slugs and other 
insect pests, a fine sprinkling of paradychlorobenzene powder may be used 
around and between the pots or between rows.
